Canada's foreign trade in pulp 
wood and woodpulp is increasing ev- 
ery vear, the tendency still being to 
export the wood in’ the raw form.

“We turh aside week from the 
regular. lesson ' pend an hour on’ 
lhe resurrection ) of ur Lord Jésus 
Christ, a topic on which we should 
meditate continually, for if Christ be 
fot risen all/are lost and preaching 
and faith are equallysin vain (verses 
1410). Consider, welly His own test!- 
‘mony that He’ would” risé again «the 
third day. (Matt. xii 40; xvi, 21; xvii; 
Hh 22,23; xx. 17-19: ‘xpi, 32; John il, 
19-21). Then consideg the testimony 
of those who saw Him after He rose 
from the dead~Peter, John, Stephen 
and Paul: Take two destiionies out 
of many—“This Jesus hath God rais- 
ed up, whereof we all are witnesses.” 
* * * “God hath made' that same Jes- 
us, whom ye have crudified, both Lord 
and Christ” (Acts if, 32, 36), “Our les- 
son begins with the words, “I declare 
unto you tho gospel,” and in verses 
3, 4, he defines it in these words: 
“Christ died for our'sins, according to 
the Scriptures: He Was buried, and 
‘He rose again the third day, accord- 
ing to tht Scriptures.” In Rom. 1. 1-4, 
he speaks of it as “the gospel of God 
‘eoncerning His Son, Jesus Christ our 
Lord, declared to be the Son of God 
wi*’ power by the resurrection from 
the dead.” In Il Tink. fi, 8 he says, 
“Remember that Jesus Christ of the 
seed’ of David was raised from the 
dead, according to my gospel.” Be- 
fore He ascended He ordered that re- 
pentance and remission of sins should 
be proclaimed in His name among all 
nations (Luke xxiv, 47), and we need 
only to listen to Paul in Acts x{li. 38, 
49, to understand how simply and ful- 
ly it was done. “Tiirough this man 
1s proclaimed unto ydu the forgive- 
ness of sins, and-by Him all that be- 
Neve are justified from . all things.”

Seeing Jesus lays one very low in his 
own estimation, so Paul speaks of 
himself as the least of the apostles 
not meet to be called an Apostle 
(verse 9.) He. elsewhere speaks of 
himself as les ‘than the least of all 
saints and again as the chief of sin- 
ners (Eph, fil, 8: I Tim, 1, 15). Com- 
pare the experience of others in Job 
xill, 5, 6: Isa, vi, 5; Dan. x, 8; Rev. J. 
17. Where there is the least good . 
opinion of self it is because the King 
has not been sqen inytiis beauty. We 
must learn to say as Paul said in 
Rom. vii, 18°" “f know “that in me— 
that is, in my flesh-dwelleth no good 
thing,” then we can add, as ‘he does, 
in our lesson (verse 10), “By the 
grace of God I am ywhat I am,” and 
concerning all service, “Not I,-but the 
grace of God which was with me," 
We should be conscious also, as he 
was, that we have only to receive 
from the Lard and‘deliver to others 
what we have received (verse 3 and 
chap, xi, 23). When I consider that 
the words and workw of the Lord Jesus 
were always the Fatner’s words and 
works, 41 can only desire to so yteld 
and abide that I may be His messen- 
ger with His measage and that He 
may work in me to will and to do of 
His good. pleasure (John xii, 49: xiv, 
10; Hag. 1, 13; Phil. if, 12).. This is 
restful and gives great quietness and, 
according to verse)68 of our lesson 
chapter, makes one stéddfast, unmoy- 
able and always abounding.
